TO  OUR  DAHLIA  CUSTOMERS  AND  FRIENDS, 

WE  EXTEND  GREETINGS: 

LAKESIDE  GARDENS  again  takes  pride  and  pleasure  in  presenting  our  1933 
list  of  finer  Dahlias.  Each  season  brings  along  a  horde  of  new  introductions,  and 
1937  was  no  exception.  We  grew  most  of  the  1937  introductions,  and  a  good  per¬ 
centage  of  them  proved  worthy.  This  ever-increasing  number  of  new  creations  is 
making  us  more  and  more  critical,  and  we  believe  you  will  find  that  the  list  of  1938 
and  succeeding  introductions  will  present  a  large  percentage  of  really  worth  while 
varieties  than  any  preceding  list.  That  is  progress. 

1937  was  a  good  season  for  dahlias  with  us.  The  early  part  of  the  season  from 
planting  time  until  August  1  was  almost  perfect  from  a  moisture  standpoint,  and  we 
did  not  have  to  use  our  overhead  sprinkling  system  until  after  August  1.  Growth  was 
excellent  and  the  field  grown  roots  produced  were  never  better. 

Last  season  marked  our  debut  as  introducers.  You  will  recall  that  we  introduced 
five  new  dahlias,  two  of  which  were  outstanding.  Our  Autumn  Sunset  proved  itself 
to  be  the  great  dahlia  we  claimed  it  to  be  by  winning  blue  ribbons  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,  and  in  two  large  shows  it  won  as  the  largest  and  most  perfect  bloom 
in  the  show.  Our  MISS  OAKLAND  proved  equally  as  good,  and  has  established  a 
standard  for  formal  whites.  Our  customers  and  friends  tell  us  that  these  two  intro¬ 
ductions  will  be  grown  by  dahlia  fans  for  many  years  and  are  already  listed  by  many 
European  growers. 

This  season  we  are  introducing  four  new  dahlias.  Our  MICHIGAN  WHITE  rep¬ 
resents  an  innovation  in  commercial  dahlias,  and  being  a  white  will  make  perhaps 
the  greatest  cut  flower  dahlia  ever  placed  in  commerce.  This  dahlia  besides  scoring 
a  certificate  at  both  Storr’s  and  East  Lansing,  won  the  American  Home  Achievement 
Medal  at  Detroit  and  has  won  all  over  the  country.  Our  KATIE- K  is  the  first  really 
worthwhile  improvement  over  KATHLEEN  NORRIS,  and  good  pinks  have  not  been 
plentiful.  Here  is  one  that  is  fool-proof.  Scored  at  both  Storr’s  and  East  Lansing, 
and  winner  at  many  shows.  Our  LYNN  B.  DUDLEY  is  the  first  really  beautiful  bi¬ 
color,  and  when  the  President  of  the  A.  D.  S.  lends  his  name  to  a  bi-color,  it  just  has 
to  be  good.  Scored  also  at  East  Lansing,  and  Storr’s.  Our  SYLVIA,  a  garnet  red 
formal  miniature  also  scored  at  both  trial  grounds,  and  is  the  most  free-flowering 
miniature  we  have  ever  grown. 

Outstanding  at  the  shows  last  season,  and  dahlias  which  we  believe  will  remain 
in  public  favor  for  many  years  are  MARGRACE,  MRS.  GEO.  LE  BOUTILLIER, 
MURPHY’S  MASTERPIECE,  FIREBALL  AND  MISS  ENGLEWOOD  in  the  reds. 
BALLEGO’S  SURPRISE,  MISS  OAKLAND,  AMERICAN  PURITY  and  MOTHER 
MAYTROTT  in  whites.  ANGELO  ROSSI,  AUTUMN  SUNSET,  WILLIAM  WYLLIE 
and  RUDOLPH’S  GIANT  in  the  Autumn  shades.  CALIFORNIA  IDOL,  and  KAY 
FRANCIS  in  the  yellows.  There  were  many  others,  but  I  sincerely  believe  we 
saw  more  of  these  proportionately,  than  the  others. 

Dahlias  are  taking  their  place  as  cut-flowers,  and  each  season  we  find  ourselves 
unable  to  take  care  of  the  demand  for  them  right  on  our  roadside.  If  you  have  not 
previously  grown  the  smaller  types  for  cutting,  try  some  this  season,  and  get  a  thrill.

MICHIGAN  WHITE 


The  most  prolific 
blooming  white  commer¬ 
cial  to  date.  The  florists 
are  positively  demand¬ 
ing  it.  and  Mr.  V.  DePe- 
tris  of  Grosse  Pointe  ac¬ 
claims  it  as  the  perfect 
dahlia  for  basket  and 
vase  work. 

It  is  a  Semi-Cactus, 
similar  to  Star  of  Beth¬ 
lehem  in  shape,  and 
much  taller  and  better 
stems  and  much  more 
imolific.  It  grows  from 
5V2'  to  6'  tall,  spread  of 
2'  to  3',  and  the  flower 
itself  runs  from  5"  to  8" 
normally,  in  diameter. 
The  front  cover  shows 
a  bush  with  18  blooms 
open,  and  they  have 
been  grown  with  as 
many  as  25  blooms  open 
at  one  time. 

It  will  bloom  from  July 
until  frost,  and  very  lit¬ 
tle  disbudding  is  necessary  for  it  continuously  shoots  out  long  stems  by  the  dozen. 

It  scored  85C  at  Storr’s  and  81. 1C  at  East  Lansing,  85.3  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
an  Award  of  Honor  Certificate  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  American  Home  Achievement  Medal 
at  Michigan  State  Show.  The  larger  seed  companies  and  florists  are  buying  it  in 
quantity.  It  is  an  excellent  root  maker,  and  will  please  you  in  every  way.

AUTUMN  SUNSET — Inf.  Dec. — This  flower  is  well  named,  for  it  really  looks  like  an 
autumn  sunset.  The  color  is  lemon  yellow  lightly  tinted  spinal  red.  The  blos¬ 
soms  are  carried  on  long  stiff  stems.  It  is  of  good  commercial  form.  When  this 
flower  was  introduced  last  year,  we  stated  that  it  was  the  best  autumn  shade 
since  JANE  COWL,  and  this  was  proved  the  first  year  it  was  on  the  market 
for  it  won  for  the  best  flower  in  the  Michigan  Show,  and  also  for  the  best 
1936-37  introduction  in  the  London,  Ontario,  show,  besides  all  the  blue  rib¬ 
bons  it  won  at  the  shows.

SOIL.  Dahlias  will  grow  in  any  soil  provided  there  are  sufficient  plant  foods  in  the 
soil  to  supply  the  needs  for  proper  growth.  Many  soils  can  be  improved  to  grow 
better  dahlias.  A  heavy  soil  or  clay  soil  may  be  improved  by  the  addition  of  sand 
and  the  use  of  quantities  of  rotted  manure  and  peat. 

FERTILIZER.  Before  adding  plant  foods,  have  your  soil  tested  to  determine  de¬ 
ficiencies.  Generally,  5  to  10  pounds  per  100  square  feet  of  a  fertilizer  analyzing 
4-12-4,  or  thereabouts,  will  meet  most  requirements,  if  the  soil  has  already  had 
organic  material  added  to  it.  After  the  first  of  August,  when  the  plants  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  show  flower  buds,  “feeding”  with  small  amounts  of  nitrogenous  fertilizers, 
once  or  twice,  will  favor  the  development  of  larger  flowers  and  more  vigorous  plants. 

DIVISION.  Never  plant  a  “clump”  of  roots.  Divide  the  clum  carefully  into  a 
number  of  parts  so  that  each  division  will  have  one  sound,  healthy  tuber,  and  one 
or  two  plump  buds. 

PLANTING.  For  exhibition  flowers,  dahlias  should  be  planted  at  least  3  feet  apart 
each  way.  Dwarf  varieties  for  bedding  and  varieties  used  for  landscape  effect  may 
be  planted  closer.  Dwarf  singles,  as  Coltness  Gem,  should  be  planted  12  to  14  inches 
apart  for  best  bedding  effects.  Dig  the  holes  at  least  6  inches  deep.  Place  the  tuber 
horizontally  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  with  the  bud  an  inch  or  so  from  the  stake. 
Cover  the  roots  with  about  2  to  3  inches  of  soil.  As  the  plants  grow  the  hole  may  be 
filled  in  by  cultivating. 

STAKING.  Five  to  7  foot  stakes  will  be  required  to  support  tall  growing  varieties. 
The  stakes  should  be  set  in  at  the  time  of  planting.  If  you  wait  until  later  to  drive 
in  the  stakes,  much  damage  may  be  done  to  the  roots  of  the  plants. 

PRUNING.  Large -flowered  types  and  bedding  types  should  have  the  tips  of  the 
plants  cut  out  when  they  have  reached  a  height  of  8  to  12  inches.  Cactus  varieties 
are  often  permitted  to  grow  until  the  first  buds  appear.  These  are  then  pinched 
cut  to  encourage  the  growth  of  the  laterals.  For  exhibition  flowers,  allow  only  3  or  4 
branches  to  develop.  Remove  side  buds  and  all  laterals,  except  those  at  the  bottom, 
from  each  of  the  branches. 

WATERING.  If  “green  plants”  are  planted,  water  carefully  for  the  first  2  weeks. 
Through  July  never  allow  the  soil  to  dry  out  sufficiently  to  cause  a  checking  of  the 
growth.  After  the  first  of  August  and  until  early  or  mid-September,  dahlias  will 
require  plenty  of  water.  If  the  soil  is  well  drained,  there  is  not  much  danger  of 
overwatering.  Throughout  the  summer  on  dry  hot  days,  the  plants  will  be  much 
benefited  by  a  thorough  syringing  in  the  early  afternoon. 

DIGGING.  After  the  first  heavy  frost,  the  tops  of  the  plants  will  blacken  and  dry. 
A  few  days  to  a  week  after  a  frost  the  tops  should  be  cut  off  and  the  clumps  dug  up. 
They  should  be  carefully  dried  off  in  the  sun  for  several  hours  before  being  stored. 

STORAGE.  Store  the  tubers  in  dry  granulated  peat  in  a  cool  place.  The  best  stor¬ 
age  temperature  is  about  45  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  storage  atmosphere  should  be 
moist  enough  to  prevent  excess  drying  of  the  roots  and  at  the  same  time  not  so 
moist  as  to  encourage  mold  or  storage  rots. 

In  the  fall  when  your  dahlias  are  blooming,  enter  some  blooms  in  the  Dahlia 
Shows  near  you.  You  will  have  lots  of  pleasure  and  will  learn  much  about  dahlias 
at  the  exhibitions.
